Duse, Italian 
Actress, Dies 
ot | Influenza 


(Picture on back page.) 

Pittsburgh, Pa., April 21.—Mme. 
Eleonora Duse, famous Italian trage- 
dienne, died at 2:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing at a hotel here where she had 
been confined for two weeks with an 
attack of influenza. 

Mme. Duse had been making an 
American tour, and after spending the 
winter on the Paeific coast gave a per- 
formance late in March at Detroit. 
There she became indisposed and after 
her appearance here April 5 contracted 
influenza. Her condition became crit- 
ical on April 9, but a steady improve- 
ment was noticed until April 16, when 
she suffered a relapse. 


OF A RACE OF ACTORS. 

Eleanora Duse was born on a rail- 
way train between Padua and Venice, 
but her birth certificate stgtes her birth 
to have occurred in the little village 
of Vigenago on Oct. 3, 1859. She 
came from a racg of actors, one of 
her ancestors having been a famous 
comedian in the age of Goldoni. Her 
grandfather was the founder of the 
Theater Garibaldi at Padua. Her 
father, Alexander Duse, was a come 
dian of considerable fame in his own 
country, and was the head of a tra- 
veling company. 

Duse made her first bow to the pub- 
lic at the age of 3 years and has been 
on the stage ever since. At the age 
of 13 she played Francesca da Rimini, 
and at 14, at Verona, her first per- 
formance in Juliet first brought her 
fame. 

Gains Fame in Other Lands. 


It was not, however, until 1879 that 


outside of her own country. That was 
when at the age of 20 she acted in 
Therese Raquin, and the fame of her 
success as an actress spread to London 
and Paris. 

It was not long before she was ap- 
| pearing in countries other than her 
|own, and one of her greatest triumphs 
‘was in London. Her first American 
tour followed, and on Jan. 23, 1893, 
she opened at the Fifth Avenue thea- 
ter in New York in “ Camille.” 


Success in America. 


There was at first a disposition in 
America to doubt and suspicion, but 


she had been on the stage only a few 
minutes before the naturalness of her 
art captured the audience. Hef meth- 
ods were diametrically opposed to 
those of the better known Sarah Bern- 
hardt. She made a successful tour, 
and it was followed by others. It was 
only last winter that she returned to 
America and appeared in Chicago early 
in the year in Ibsen roles and Russian 
plays. eA 

She was married in 1887 to an actor 

of the company of which was’ then 
a@ member, a Signor Checci, from whom 
she separated several = later in 
South America. 

Long in Rottheshont. 

Her last two public appearances 
prior to her long retirement were as 
a participant in the Ellen Terry the- 
atrical jubilee ‘in London in 1906 and 
in “ La Giaconda” at Cannes, France, 
in 1907. At about this time she had 
arranged a tour of South America, 
but was stricken with illness in Genoa 
and abandoned the project. 

Shortly afterward she purchased the 
Capponi villa, a beautiful seventeenth 
century estate in Florence, where with 
her daughter, Enrichetta, she’ made 
her home. The daughter in 1908 was 
married to Edward Bullough of Guild- 
ford, England. 

After fifteen years’ absence she de- 
cided to return to America and sailed 
from Europe on Oct. 1, 1923.

TOKIO, April 21.—[ By the Associat- 
ed Press.]—The Japan Printing asso- 
ciation, at a general meeting here to- 
day, voted to place a boycott on al! 
goods from California. 

This was.-the first reprisal to be noted 
in connection with passage by the 
United States senate of an immigra- 
tion bill barring persons ineligible to 
citizenship from entrance into “that 
country. 

Labor elements are preparing dem- 
onstratiens against the exclusion. The 
Japan Federation of Labor and the 
Government Workman's association 
are planning joint massmeectings in 
both Tokio and Osaka, at which the 
American immigration bill will be con 
sidered. 

Americans Urge Reconsideration. 

The American Association of Japan, 
the American Merchants’ assdefation 
of Tokio, and American members of 
the American society all are framing 
telegrams to be sent to the American 
state department urging reconsidera- 
tion of the exclusion measure. Repre- 
sentatives of leading American busi- 
ness concerns and banks are saifl to be 
cabling their home organizations along 
the same lines. 

Woods Banquets Canceled. 

Both official and unoffieial Japan are

| EB. Woods, the American ambaasador, 
as unembarrassed ‘| , \ wo 
banquets planned to welcome him back 
to Japan from his recent trip to the 
United States have been’ postponed.

We owe it to the firemen and to ourselves to 
express in some formal, striking, and permanent 
symbol our recognition of the valor and selfless 
devotion of firemen.

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pacifists in this country are now bombarding 
President Coolidge to veto the Japanese exclusion 
measure which has passed the house of represent;

For the most part they do not argue that Japa- 
nese immigration can be of behefit to America. 
They do not #ay that the Japanese can mix racially, 
socially, 6 economically with the American ped- 
ple for the advantage of both. They leave

meastre is based, carefully untouched. Arthur 
Deering Call, sécretary of the American Peace > 
ciety, comes as near to dispussing these subjects 
as any of them with the rémark that “we wete 
getting along well under the gentlemen’s agree- 
ment.” In that connection it should Be foted that 
Mr. Call was born in New York state and ndéw 
lives in Washington, D.C. Californians, who know 
from experience what they are talking about, do 
not agree that we were getting along well undtr 
the gentlemen's agreement. 
But all the pacifists are united in their insistenve 
that the United States should back down on this 
issue, and that, if congress doesn’t want to do so, 
the President should see to it. That’s pacifisn. 
It would abrogate American sovereignty and Amer- 
ican rights, in the face of a foreign threat, to avoid 
conflict, And all it would accomplish would be ‘to 
establish a precedent for more backing down. | 
If Japan wins this bluff, as she has won similar 
bluffs on the same issue in the past, it will merély 
pave the way for a reopening of the controversy 
at Bieter date with more drastic demands, : It 
must be remembered that the first year under the 
gentlemen’s agreemnent Japan sent 2,432 of its siib- 
jects to America and raised the figure to 8,941 in 
1923, with several intervening years showing 


clear that Japan is interested not only in principle 


to the United States. It means that if we accede 
to the pacifists now and submit to Japan in this

WAS IT CRIMINAL FIRE? 


The crime of arson is the most serious of the 
crimes against property. It is one of/ the most 
serious of the crimes of violence; worse than bur- 
glary or robbery, or even the ordinary murder, - It 
endangers and often destroys more lives, and they 
are the lives of victims who have no knowledge of 
or contact with the criminal who destroys them. 

The offense indicates a cold blooded disregard for 
human life, morally more reprehensible than a vio- 
lence done from heat of passion against a specific 
individual. or in the burgilar’s effort to escape ar- 
rest. The fact that killing is not the object of the 
crime does not detract from the ‘responsibility of 
the criminal who sets fire to property, his own or 
another’s, knowing that it will endanger the lives 
of firemen or others attempting to put out the fire 
or save lives or property. 
The suspicion that the tragedy at Curran hall 
may have been the result of incendiarism ought to 
be run down with all our police resources, and if 
arson can be proved the guilty should be hanged. 


TO BOB, OR NOT TO BOB. 


Four nurses at Cook county hospital have been 
by the superintendent of the training 
because they bobbed their hair. That ought 
to open the way to an entertaining ddgate between 
Miss Wheeler, the superintendent of nurses, and 
the superintendent of health, Dr. Bundesen.

‘CARBON MONOXIDE POISONING. 
W. H. H. writes: The tragic death of 
two persons in Bvanston through carbon 
monoxide by a defective or ill ventilated 
furnace’ ought to walte up the general 
public. as the shocking tragedy could 


_ have been easliy averted.’ The furnace, 


undoubtedly of the “cast iton” type 
(cast irot, especially when at hign tem- 
perature, is porous) &nd with the chim- 
ney draft closed, allowed the fuel gas to 
escape in the circulation; probably the 
cemented grooved joints of the cast iron 
firebox (some have more thaa fifty feet 
of seams) had dried out, and the cement 
which is some form of clay and paste, 
had been burned to & crisp, fallen out, 
land ‘the gas, with the chimney, draft 
closed, was forced to find its way Ngut— 
in the house. The only safe firebox is 
an electric welded steel firebox. 

No hot air furnace should be allowed 
with a flue check damper, which weak- 
ens or stops the suction of the cnimney 
and it ought to be considered a menace to 
health. Carbon monoxide is a -wide- 
spread Gestroyer of health ; minute quan- 
tities in the air we breathe act as siow 


poison. 

Dr. B. R. Hayhurst of the Ohio state 
health department says that about 25 per 
cent of saturation produces 
in the average person, 50 per cent will 
produce unconsciousness, and 75 per cent 
usually produces death As small an 
amount as one-tenth of 1 per cent in the 
air may ultimately prove fatal, because 
of the affinity of the gas for the red cor- 
puscies, which is 300 times that of oxy- 
gen, by which a slow. displacement, end- 
ing in asphyxia, results. 

There is little doubt any more that 
many of the so-called “ bad air diseases ” 
—pneumonia, bronchitis and most re- 
spiratory diseases—are caused or greatly 
influenced by breathing the combustion 
products, of which carbon monoxide is 
the most deadly; even the physician 
often cannot find the original cause. 

Paralysis, or failure of sight, heart or 
nerve usually passes unaccounted for. 
Water heaters are just as dangerous 
when tinvented as CO is/ yielded 
whenever a carbonaceous flame touches 
a cool surface. Another phase of the 
question is the keen competition between 
manufacturers of furnaces and gas and 
coal stoves, which has resulted In con- 
stantly cheapened products with wide 
variations from the fundamentals of safe 
construction. 

Chemists test for carbon monoxide by 
using a solution of blood, as the poison 
has greater affinity for blood than for 
any other substance, as stated before. 
An easier way to prove a leakage is to 
observe how the fire is cortrolled. If it 
were not.for the leakage the same fire 

be held for thirty hours or more 


‘without the help of the “check draft.” 


The ordinary fire boxes will scarcely hold 
fire over night without using the check. 
This is a definite proof of leakage. The 
longer the sectional or patch work fire- 
box is used, the worse the leakage,

“RAILROAD PROFITS AND 
PROSPERITY.” 

“Chicago, April 17.—I have read your 
most interesting editorial on “ Railroad 
Profits and Prosperity ” and believe you 
have covered the subject quite fully. 
Last year I had occasion to get into 
the wheat growing district of this coun- 
try and found that the farmers were 
very radical in regard to the railroads. 
From personal observation it is my opin- 
ion that the railroads of this country 
could haul farm products to marketing 
points “free of charge” and still the 
farmers would be di ntented. 
The trouble of the farmers should not 
be attribufed to the railroads, but to 
market conditions. It is my firm belief 
that the railroads should be allowed to 
make more than their 5% per cent earn- 
ings. Should this come about, in all 
probability conditions would adjust them- 
selves. 

During the month of October the Great 
Northern railway showed a larger earn- 
ing than at any time in the history of 
the company. This undoubtedly was a 
direct result of the efficient manner in 
which business is being handled. For 
éxample, when the roads were turned 
back to private ownership a car on the 
Great Northern would be in transit from 
four to six weeks. This was the old 
system of government control. Today 
the present ruhning time from the Pa- 
cific coast to Chicago is from ten to fif- 
teen days. This will dllow equipment 
to be reloaded and instead of making 
only one haul two trips could easily be 
made. These are things which we see 
daily at our task and with which I be-

Chicago, April 16.—Would you kindly 
grant space for expressing a word with 
reference to the action of ths houses and 
senate in the matter of Japanese tmmi- 
gration? 

Japan has not asked any special privi- 
leges for her subjecta, nor hae she ques- 
tioned the right of the United States 
to limit immigration as it sees fit. .All 
that she asks is that she be put on the 
same basis in this matter as other most 
favored nations. 

A nation with self-respect must pro 
test against its citisens being put in « 
class by themselves to receive less favor- 
able treatment than ig being granted 
other nations. That is all Japan has 
done. 

According to the Johnson bill, with the 
cénsus of 1890 as a basia, a total of about 
161,000 immigrants could come inte the 
United States each year. On the game 
2 per cent basis the possible immigration 
from Japan would be only 240, surely a 
negligible number measured by the basis 
of promoting good will between millions 

_of people and of avoiding the sowing of 
the seeds of prejudice and possible 
wars. 

The senate and house.would do well 


with the conducting of negotiations with 
other nations. Representative Theodore 
Burton, one of the ablest authorities os 
international law in the country, protast- 
ed against the action of the houss is 
this matter.
